Follow ing the raid on the Casey 


rooms the police visited the 
club 


rooms of the Fratern al 
Order 
of 


Eagles, 221 W est First street, where 


they found a keg of beer on tap and 


eight or nine men participating 
in 


the party. 
The beer was not being 


sold and that there w as nothing on 


which to base an arrest. 


No arrests have been 
made 
in 


either of the cases and it was stated 


today that both would be investigat­ 


ed by the grand ju ry. The police ad­ 


mit that there was no evidence of a 


sale at either of the two places visit­ 


ed but at the same time say the 288 


empty bottles 
found at the Casey 


plaee look suspicious as did the keg 


o f beer at the Eagles 
It w as stated 


that the “ evidence” obtained in the 


raids will he exhibited to the grand 


ju ry. 


The search w arran ts for the raids 


Mere signed by M ayo r Bebout and 


there was no apparent objection at 


either of the two places to the police 


going through and looking fo r liquor. 


The Eagles state that the keg of 


beer was given to them and that a 


sale was not made.

column that tuberculosis made the 


showing. 
He stated that there was 


:! bill pending before the legislature

« ase-, of tuberculosis and the q u a r­ 


antining o f them 


Hr. Coleman said the death rate 


from tuberculosis all over the world 


was one out of every nine, hut that 


in Rushville last year the rate was 


one out o f every six. which, it will 


be seen, is very high. 
He said that 


the death rate here from this dis~ 


c;i>e was not so high the year 
be- 


fore and it was believed that it could 


he reduced again this year. 


Hr. Coleman declared that 
since 


the tuberculosis bacilli had been dis­ 


covered in 1881, a decrease o f fifty 


per cent, in the death rate from the 


disease had been noted, 
lit* added, 


however, that the most 
intelligent 


class of peopfe 
had 
been 
reached 


and that to cut down the remaining 


fifty per cent, would 
be 
a 
much 


greater effort and require more time 


and 
patience. 
I)r 
Coleman 
said 


there had been a reduction of fo rty 


pci* cent, in the death rate in the 


New England states in the last de­ 


cade. 


“ More 
is 
accomplished 
in 
the 


large cities,” continued the 
phvsi- 


citn. “ because a greater effort is put 


forth and more money is expended 


than in the rural districts. 
Aside 


from the hum anitarian 
standpoint, 


it is a m atter o f dollars and cents. 


It is better to keep a man 
alive so 


that he can support his own fam ily 


than to allow him to die and make 


his fam ily wards of the state.” 


Dr. Coleman told o f the new meth­ 


ods in New Y o rk to 
eradicate 
the 


disease. 
H eretofore, he said, when 


ii ease of tuberculosis was found 


the patient w as taken to the tuber­ 


culosis cam p or hospital and the re­ 


m ainder of the fam ily was left to 


shift fo r itself. 
Oftentimes, lie said, 


other members of the fam ly were in ­ 


fected and they later not only be­ 


came sources of infection for others 


but a K o had to he treated. 


Now the w holly fam ily is taken to 


places where patients 
are 
treated 


and those who are a he to w ork are 


allowed to do what they 
can. 
In 


this w ay m any of the fam ilies 
are 


self supporting and in the end the 


disease is arrested in all of them 


and they 
become 
better 
citizens

use is granted by dispensation. 


10. The Holy See, by an indult of 


March 15 1908, empowered the bish- 
ops for ten years to grant to manual 
laborers, if, in their judgment, cir- 
cumstances call for it, a dispensa- 


ion from abstinence on all davs in 
•ill. or out of il. except on all Fri- 
ays during the year, on Ash Wcii- 
lesday in Holy week and on Christ- 
nas e\'e. 
Thi< permission also ex- 


ends to all the members of the fain- 
lies of such manual laborers. Those 
lowever. who are bound to fast can 
at meat only once a day. on fast 
lays and must not use at the same
